(413- miles) was broken through everywhere to a depth which at the centre attained a distance of three 
kilometres (nearly two miles). 
| “The village and fort of Douaumont are in our hands. To the left our troops, advancing beyond the 
Thiaumont work and farm, rushed the Haudremont quarries and established themselves along the road 
from Bras to Douaumont. 


“On the right of the fort our line runs to north of La Caillette wood, along the western outskirts 
of the village of Vaux and the eastern border of Fumin wood, and continues to north of Chenois wood 
and the Damloup battery,

Commissioner Harrison reports 
that for the first seven menths of 
the year the city utilities, taken 
together, produced a surplus of 
$34,000. As the street railway 
lost $63,000 in that time, the users 
of the other utilities must have’ 
paid for ’phone, water and light- 
jing services $97,000 more than it 
took to operate them and provide 
sinking funds. The theory that 
we are getting these. services at 
cost is a bit aside from the facts. 


Canadians are experiencing the 
peculiar economic situation in 
which everybody has work or can 
get it but in which everybody is 
hard up. The inereasing cost of 
food, clothing, fuel- and other 
necessities is now doing more then 
bringing distress upon those 
whose employment has been-inter- 
rupted or whose income has. been 
cut down. It is faeing with a 
difficult, aud increasingly diffi- 
cult, problem the man who has had 
a steady job and who is drawing 
the same wages as for years. Per- 
haps this condition is due alto- 
gether to natural. causes, and 
therefore unavoidable. But per- 
haps it is in part due to the mani- 
pulation of prices by parties whe 
are making the war an exeuse for 
taking more out of the public than 
the cireumstances warrant. The 
publie have a right to know whieh 
is the case, An investigation, 
real attd searching, into the ques- 
tion of the cost of living is the 
inost urgent duty of onr national 
Government in relation to domes- 
tic affairs. 

Premier Hearst of Ontario says 
the Dominion ‘Hospitals Coninns- 
sion has been consulting with his 
Government with a view to secur- 
ing more adequate accommodation 
for soldiers suffering from tuber- 
culosis. It is to be hoped that the 
matter thus brought into official 
and-publie consideration will get 
the attention it deserves and result 
in the establishment of hospitals 
for the treatment of the disease, 
umong civilians as well as soldiers, 
under national auspices. If the 
business of government is to pro- 
tect the lives and property of the 
subjects it is clear enough that on 
this question there has been pro- 
longed neglect of a patent and 
pressing public duty. It should 
not be in a country such as ours 
that any person suffering from 
this curable and contagious dis- 
ease should be deprived an oppor- 
tunity for recovery, either because 
institutions for curing the disease 
do not exist or because he is with- 
out means. _ To put it on the low- 
est possible basis, itis not good 
national business to let the lives 0 
men and women be wasted. Now 
that provision has to be made for 
the treatment of infected soldiers, 
a seheme should be devised which 
would open the doors of a free 
sanitarium to every citizen who 
has fallen into the clutehes of this

Perhaps it is only a coineidence, 
but the cost of living is going up 
just as it would be expected to go 
up if a number of ambitious in- 
dividuals had secured control of 
the supply of a good many of life’s 
necessities and started in to make 
fortunes for themselves by mark- 
ing up the prices. It being the 
duty of governments, national and 
provincial, to protect the lives and 
property of the citizens, it\ may 
fairly be held to be their business 
to find out whether the rapidly as- 
cending cost of supporting a 
family is due in any measure to 
artificial and undue manipulation 
of prices. The public have no 
reason to expect immunity from 
‘war prices for commodities: whose 
producing cost is increased, | or 
whose world value is increased, by 
the war. But they have a right 
to demand protection against ex- 
ploitation on the part of those: who 
make the war an excuse for mark- 
ing up prices out of proportion to 
increased cost of production or in- 
creased world demand;

The international boundary line be- 
tween the United States and Canada 
was built by Americans and Can- 
adlans working together, which took 
about nine years to complete. The 
work was finished in 1912. It runs 
straight along the forty-ninth parallel 
from the Great Lakes to the Pacific 
Ocean, for aydistance of thirteen hun- 
dred@aniles. The plan of work as fol- 
lowed out was something like this: 
After the first monument on the sum- 
mit of the Recky Mountains had been 
located, the next monument west was 
then found and these points were to be 
joined by a straight line, the intervals 
between to be marked by aluminum 
bronze monuments every four miles. 
This was the most difficult part of 
the work, as the straight line crossed 
many almost inaccessible mountain 
summits.

Thus, if the pari-mutuel pays $1 for 10, the government will take an 
extra 10 hellers from the winner; this percentage of tax rises until the 
government will collect 24 crowns in such cases as the pari-mutuel pays 
260 for 10, an occurrence by no means infrequent when the favorite horse 
is ‘beaten by an outsider. ; ‘ 

The goveriument also expects to realize from a similar special tax 
on bets made with the bookmakers in the race track rings, The new tax 
will appreciably enhance an already profitable business for the govern- 
ment, for under the old system it collects 20 per cent. of all money wag- 
ered before the scale which the pari-mutuel is to pay is reckoned up.
